The Valley Aroused and a Conflict Be- 
tween Soldiers and Miners deem 


Probable—Over 1,000 Men Leave the 
Pits and Inaugurate a Strike Against 
Change in Wages—Crime News. 


Krwoxvy mn, Tenn., Aug. 10.—A report that 
geems to be well authenticated was received 
here at poon to-day, that a miner named 
Drummond was hanged by a mod of militia- 

‘men near Fort Anderson. He was taken to 
a railway trestie near the camp and hanged 
at 2o’clock this morning. Last Sunday night 
one of the militiamen, Private Laugherty, 
while coming from the station at Coal Creek 
to the fort where the State troops 
are encamped was ambushed, shot 
and Killed by unknown men. 
The crime was at once laid at the door of 
the miners, between whom and the soldiers 
there is a bitter enmity, growing out of the 
troubles ofa year ago, when a battle was 
fought at Fort Anderson. Two miners, 
named Drummond and Elkins, were arrested 
On suspicion of belag implicated in Laugher- 
ty’s murder. 

It is supposed that the soldiers feared that 
some of the men would escape punishment, 
as the evidence against them is very weak 
and entirely circumstantial.

milita men took Drummond from the guard- 
house where he was confined and banged 
him without the formality of a trial. 

It is thought that Elkins will share the fate 
of his companion before morning. a 

All indications point to a renewal of the 
troubles in this region and to an open con- 
flict between the miners and State troops. 

From Jellico a dispatch has been received 
stating that the situation in the Coal Creek 
region is alarming. One thousand miners 
have gone out ona general strike and work 
is jat a stand still in all mihes except those of 
the Knoxville Iron Co., which work all con- 
victs. The cause of the strike is the action of 
the operators in tfying to make the men ac- 
cepta reduction of 20 per cent on coal dig- 
ging and give them alike reduction in rents 
and store provisions.

Bland’s Forthcoming Bill, It Is Said, Pro- 
vides For the Free Coinage of Silver at 
@ Ratio to Be Determined Later and 
For the Repeal of the Purchasing

WASHINGTON, Aug.10.—Both House and sen- 
ate adjourned at the close of to-day’s session 
—the House till to-morrow and the Senate 
until Monday fora breathing spell, and to 
make some further efforts to determine 
**where they are at. by caucusing and pri- 
vate consultation. The understanding last 
night was that Mr. Bland would be ready to 
introduce into the House to-day his 
sfiver bill and that the Speaker had 
agreed to recognize him for that purpose. 
Mr. Bland’s bill, it is said, puts first the free 
coinage of silver at a ratio which is left 
blank to be determined later, and provides 
in the second section forthe repeal of the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman act, It 
has not developed thus far if Mr. Bland will 
attempt to carry out this arrangement. 
Everything is so much at sixes and sevens in 
the ranks of the silver men that pre-arranged 
plans are liable to be upset at the last mo- 
ment. 

The committee appointed by the Chairman 
of the House Silver Caucus yesterday 
arranged to meet this morning to carry out 
their instructions and frame a Dill and out- 
linea plan of campaign. Practically the bill 
was defined in advance by the caucus resolu- 
tion saving the ratio and it is this detail 
that must receive attention. There being no 
rules in the House at present, the silver men 
intend to get their bill in as early as possible, 
so as to secure whatever advantage may fol- 
low from being first on the list of measures 
before the House. 

Speaker Crisp and Secretary Carlisle (his 
Democratic predecessor inthe Speakership) 
were in close consultation at the Speaker’s 
room this morning. It was confined to the 
discussion of the rules to be adopted for the 
government of the House of Representa- 
tives. The conference was of two hours, dur- 
ation, and was a continuance of a previous 
consultation on the same subject began last 
evening. The Administration, it is said, 
feels the necessity of the House passing such 
rules as will permit speedy action on the 
financial question, 


BOURKE COCKRAN’S DENIAL.

Jere Sullivan Refuses to Obey Mack- 
lind’s Order to Discharge Men.

AN EXCITING TILT BETWEEN “THE 
JUSTICE AND ATTORNEY. 


Bogarda’s Representative Wanted an 
Order Made at Once and Justice Pol- 
lard Rebukei His Impstience—Mr. 
Garesche Refused to Leave the Court 
Until the Order Was Made. 


In Justice W. J. Pollard’s court this morn- 
ing several cases in which; the defendants 
are Milo T. Bogard, ex-Secretary of the 
Western Union Building and Loan 48 
sociations, and John H. Vette, 
money lender, to whom Bogard gave 
deeds and chattel mortgages on his property 
just before the public announcement of bis 
failure, came uponthe docket for hearing. 
The litigation is interesting as throwing 
light upon the relationship of Bogard and 
Vette in connection with Bogard's hasty 
transfer of his property. 

Christian Heitz, some time before the West- 
ern Union excitement, became uneasy about 
some papers which he had left in the hands 
of Bogard after the transactién ofa real es 
tate deal between the two and des- 
manded that the papers be restored to 
him, Bogard refused to give them up, 
and Hels replevined. Judgment was given 
for the plaintif® in the sum of $10 and cost 
and execution was issued but some of the 
papers were never recovered. The Con- 
stable then levied on some of the property of 
Bogard atthe Ninth street building and also 
proceeded against the Chattel Loan Co. of 
which John H. Vette is President 
as garnishee, thus raising the 
question of the regularity of Vette’s 
claim. The answer of the Ohattel Loan Co. 
or Vette as its head and front, was that it had 
no property of the defendant, Milo T. Bogard, 
in its possession at the time of the garaish- 
ment, and thereupon Heitz filed a denigi of

At the Suppiy Com missioner’s office the de- 
lay in letting the contracts was attributed to 
the fact that only a few bids had been 
received and the Commissioner was waitin 
for other proposed bidders. As nearly all o 
this pipe furnished in St. Louis comes either 
through Shickie, Harrison & Howard, from 
the Bessemer Works or from the Addiston 
Pipe Works at Cincinnati the delay seems to 
be upreasonable. When the ordinance was 
passed appropriating $30,000 for this work an 
emergency clause was added to it so as to 
put it in effect at once.

Nothing cf an Uncommon Nature Has 
Transpired in Vernon County. 


NEVADA, Mo., Aug. 10.—nverything is quiet 
at the various Vernon County coal mines. 
No miners went out yesterday in obedience 
to the call made Saturday by the Executive 
Board of the United Mine-workers of Amer- 
ica, but instead those that are out are trying 
to secure employment, either in the mines 

at other work. Shaft No. 7 has 
772 men employed. The shaft can 
only work 750 men under ground, and they 
will have a full force by next Saturday. 

The strikers held a meeting yesterday in 
the grove in Vernon County, but its object is 
unknown unless it was to adopt some plan to 
get non union men out. It is rumored that a 
committee named at their secret meeting 
are to demand that the operators and super- 
intendents consider the re-employment of 
the discharged miners, and if refused they 
are to use any means in their power to en- 
force their demands. 

The entire manipulations of the strike have 
been the work ofa lot of Kansas agitators, 
aided by one Hinesof Missouri. They have 
been among the miners the past several 
days and have caused much excitement and 
may yet cause some of the miners to lose 


their lives. 
Thére are now about 1,200 miners at work.

A MONETAKY COMMISSION. 


The WORLD’s suggestion of a monetary 
commission to consider and report upon 
the whole currency question in all its 
phases will be offered to Congress at an 
early date. 

This plan is probably the only one which 
offers a good prospect of a reasonable, 
speedy, justand permanent solution of s 
question which has tormented the country 
for thirty years. A commission composed 
of trained students in economics in and 
out of Congress, and men of affairs who 
are deeply interested in concluding once 
for all a disquieting debate, will command 
the confidence of the country. Free from 
the disturbing influence of partisan 
emergencies, which so often makes acts of 
legislation mere truces like the Sherman 
law, it will carry on its deliberations with 
an eye single to the good of the country 
and the promotion of a healthy prosperity 
in which all parties and classes shall par- 
ticipate. There is good reason to believe 
that the report of such a commission 
would be, not a compromise, but a settle- 
ment acceptable to all. 

The repeal of the purchase clause of the 
Sherman act will leave the field clear of all 
vexatious practical difficulties. The sub- 
ject can then be considered on its merits. 
And as the commission will be composed 
of men of all shades of opinion there need 
be no fear that any interest will be lost 
sight of which has any real claim upon the 
country. Holding its sessions continu- 
ously its conclusions would be ready to 
present to Congress at an early date, the 
people meanwhile resting easy in the well 
warranted belief that its proposals would 
form the basis for comprehensive and final 
legislation. 
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CLEVELAND’S POWER. 


Mr. Bland may get the united vote of 
the bimetallists for a resolution favoring 
the repeal of the silver purchase provision 
and for free coinage at a ratio of ——,’’ 
and doubtless such a resolution would com- 
manda majority in both houses, though 
nota majority large enough to over-ride 
the President’s veto. But when a bill is 
submitted in accordance with the resolu- 
tion, and the ratio blank must be filled with 
figures, he will find the practical objec- 
tions to any named ratio sufficiently strong 
and obvious to divide the bimetallists 
themselves. 
The ratio of 1 to 16, for instance, as- 
sumes more than a large proportion of the 
honest bimetallistsconcede. It assumes 
that the present silver dollar is the sole 
unit of our currency whose purchasing 
power, with reference to everything ex- 
cept gold, is unvaried and unvarying; that 
the difference of value between 412, grains 
of standard silver and 288-10 grains of 
standard gold is due entirely to the appre- 
ciation of gold through the silver demone- 
tization acts of various countries; 
and that by providing for free coin- 
age at the old ratio the United 
States can, without the co-operation 
or consent of other nations, deprive gold of 
its increased purchasing power, and thus 
restore the old parity at the old ratio. 
Many honest bimetalliste deny each and 
all of these assumptions, and will, there- 
fore, regard such a free coinage measure 
ascertain to contract our currency basis 
ruinously by sending all our gold coin in- 
stantly tothe melting pot. They will not 
make themselves responsible for sucha 
disastrous contraction by voting for silver 
mono-metallism disguised as a bimetallic 
free coinage measure. 
On the other hand they would as strong- 
ly object to a ratio adjusted to the present 
bullion values of gold and silver, because 
they believe those values to be on both 
sides the factitious product of legislation 
and other temporary causes. They believe 
that any free coinage measure based upon 
a materially false ratio would sooner or 
later,and probably sooner than later, make 
the financial muddle worse than it is. 
By ascertaining with certainty or ap- 
proximately how much, if any, the gold 
of the gold dollar has increased over the 
normal unit of value in purchasing power 
and how much, if any, the silver of the 
silver dollar has fallen below that power, 
we might ix on a ratio which would cor- 
rect those divergencies and give us a gold 


dollar and a silver dollar of equal intrinsic

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value and just alike to creditor and debto™ 
interests. We could present such à new 
coinage law with some hope thet its 


obvious fairness would strengthen the 


growing cause of “bimetallism in Burops, 
and secure us the co-operation of the great 
commercial nations in maintaining it. 

But without such co-operation first 48- 
sured, some bimetallists would still hesi- 
tate to commit the United States to the 
hazard of maintaining alone against 4 
world of opposition what they regarded 
even as the true ratio or a very close ap- 
proximation to it. 

With the veto power and backed by 
nearly half of both houses of Congress in 
stubbornly maintaining the present gold 
dollar as the only honest and stable unit of 
value,’’ Mr. Cleveland is sure to triumph 
over the bimetallic majority because of the 
latter’s inability to vote solid on any free 
coinage measure,or to pass it over his veto. 
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UNPROTECTED HUSBANDS. 

Mrs. Harriet R. Williams Strong, mem- 
ber of the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce and successful orange grower, de- 
clares that the life insurance companies 
appreciate the superior honesty of women 
by insuring the lives of men when wives 
are to be the beneficiaries and refusing to 
insure the lives of women for the benefit 
of husbands. Mrs. Strong is evidently of 
the opinion that ths insurance companies 
suspect all husbands of a desire to be rid of 
their wives. Mrs. Caudle used to accuse 
Mr. Oaudie of a wish for her immediate 
death, and she even charged him 
with taking no interest whatever in 
the children. It was very fortunate 
that Oaudle bad no policy on Mrs.Caudle’s 
life. Not only would Mrs. Caudle have 
been sacrificed, but those incomparable 
lectures of hers would have been cut short 
and the world would have been deprived of 
one of its most delightful literary treats. 

There are thousands of women, some 
with really honest husbands, who have re- 
peatedly accused their mates of wishing 
them to die,’’ and it may be that the in- 
surance companies have relied too much 
upon the testimony of these good wives in 
making up the insurance scheme. But the 
insurance men ought to know thatitis a 
trick of fortune tellers to comfort fem- 
inine patrons by assuring them that their 
husbands will die within the year. 

Mrs. Strong probably wishes that Mr 
Strong may live to be very old, but she 
must not reason from this that other 
women may not be weak in their conjugal 
sense of duty, and she should not place 
too much reliance on the insurance com- 
pany’sestimate. There are wicked hus- 
bands, to be sure, but a good deal of that 
comes of the carelessness with which they 
are selected.

One of the serious questions with which 
the Cleveland Administration will have to 
dealis the Union Pacific indebtedness, 
amounting to $50,000,000, which matures 
in 1896. Several attempts have been made 
to come to an understanding with the com- 
pany,but have been unsuccessful. The 
Union Pacific people now sit back and are 
waiting for the Government to act. To 
foreclose would be to put the Government 
in possession of a very small fragment of 
what is now a huge system with branches 
whose mileage far exceeds the line 
covered by the Government claim. The 
company is insolent andapparently thinks 
the Government isin sucha position that 
it cannot afford to resort.to extreme 
measures. The first mortgage ohce held 
was exchanged fora second for no good 
reason asfaras can be ascertained, and 
the game is practically in the hands of the 
men who have already made millions out 
ofthe easy-going Government of Uncle 
Sam, without giving an equivalent. The 
upshot of it all will probably be that the 
present loan will be extended for another 
bearing 2 per cent interest and this in turn 
is likely to be scaled if not entirely wiped 
out. The course of Congress in the past 
justifies this fear. 
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Tue following extract from a speech 
made by Mr. McKinley at Grand Rapids, 
Mich., in 1890, is worth reprinting to show 
the worth of that gentleman’s opinion on 
economic questions and his value as a 


guide, philosopher and friend of the people: 

What have we done? We have passed the 
silver bill—the best silver Dill that was ever 
put upon our statate books. What does it 
do? Itutilises every ounce, every penay- 
weight of the silver product of the United 
States. The Government buys 4,500,000 ounces 
every thirty days, and issues its Treasury 
notes for that sum, and makes them redeem- 
able in gold or silver, and makes them re- 
ceivable for debts, public and private, abso- 
lutely a legal tender that puts in circulation 
a little more than $2,000,000 every thirty days, 
and in addition to what is put in circulation 
under the old law, the $2,000,000 of coinage 
amoath, Then we have made this silver as 
good as gold, and silver to-day is neerer on 
an equality with gold than it has been for 
eighteen years; and why shouldn't they be 
side by side in the business of this great 
country? 

And yet he is advising the repeal of this 


much-praised law. Surely a man 80 
ignorant of the ordinary workings of well- 
known economic influences is not fit to 
counsel the people.

PRINCETON’S BORGIA. 


The Trial of Mrs. Mattie Shann for the 
Murder of Her Son. 


TrenTor, N. J., Aug. 10.— The trial of Mrs. 
Mattie C. Shann for murdering her son John 
by means of poison, is proceeding in the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer in this city. The 
case in some respects resembles the crimes 
charged against Dr. Meyer and his wife, who 
are now awaiting trial in New York for pois- 
oning many s to enable them to collect 
insurance on the victims’ lives. Mrs. Shann 
is accused of doing to death her son for the 
sake of a beggarly insurance licy, and it 
is upon this specific charge that she was 
indicted. It is alleged, however, that she 
murdered her husband last November and 
attempted to kill her daughter-in-law by the 
same means, and that she has set fre to her 
home in Princeton on different occasions, all 
for a similar cause, 

Mrs. Shann kept a boarding- house in 
Princeton. Her son died on April 18 and for 
two weeks she was at liberty. Her son 
showed the first signs of sickness in March, 
which had symptoms similar to gastritis. 
The usual remedies were applied, but the 

oung man steadily declined until the day of

This statement led toa 
Coroner’s inquest, and an examination dis- 
closed that the kidheys were saturated with 
bichloride of mercury. 

Dr. Bergen, the young man’s physician 
testified that he had prescribed mercuria 
tablets for disinfecting purposes once 
— 7 and the druegist said that this pro- 
scription had been duplicated by the woman 
a number of times. On the night of the 
alleged entrance of ghouls, there were a 
dozen of Mrs. Shann’s rders at home, but 
none heard any noise, The State will make 
this a strong point, and if Mrs. shann’s law- 

erscan prove that she had no handin the 

isembowelment of her son, it is believed 
that she will escape. 

Several episodes have happened in the 
Shanna family inthe past four years, which 
cause the neighbors to regard the dramatic 
mutilation of John’s body with suspicion. 
About three years ago Harry B. Shann,a 
brother of the deceased, became the subject 
of much talk, It was known that his mar- 
riage with a young woman of Rocky Hill was 
a forced one, and that they lived unhappily. 

One night, about three years ago Prose- 
cutor Stockton was surprised to recelve a 
visit from Mrs. Harry Shann and her father. 
Mrs. Shann brought with her some sediments 
which were leftina glass of whisky punch 
that her husband had givenher. They were 
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\ of a dark green color, and she wanted them 


analyzed. She told Mr. Stockton that she had 
Arank little of the punch, but had become 
/Jeuspicious, and refused to finishit. She said 
that what she did drink gave her a stomach 
ache and diarrhoa, She said that there was 
kept out in the woodshed a can of paris 
green, and that only she and her husband 
knew of its existence. 

Prosecator Stockton took the sediments to 
Prof. Cornwell of Princeton, who after mak- 
ingananalysis, pronounced it to be paris 
green. The matter was brought to the at- 
tention of the Grand- jury, but they failed to 
indic!® as Mrs. Shann could not swear that 
her husdand put it there. Since then they 
have lived apart. 

On March 17, 1892, the residence of the 
Shanns took fire, and Mr. Shann and a 
boarder barely escaped with theirlives. At 
the time it was charged that Mrs. Shann, in 
her endeavors to collect the insurance, rep- 
resented her loss to oe much larger than it 
really was. 

When Frederick Shann, the father of John 
Shann, died last November, he, like nis sons, 
carried a heavy insurance policy on his life 
infavor of his wife. He said that his wife 
drove him to drink, and that she had fre- 
quently threatened to poison him. 


THE POISONERS. 


Story of Persecution by Detectives Told 
by Mrs. Dr. Meyer. 


New YORK, Aug. 10.—Mrs. Mary Meyer, 
the wife of the poisoner, Dr. Henry C. F. 
Meyer, is now in the Tombs with her 
husband. They are both charged with the 
murder of Ludwig Brandt, and at least five 
other murders are charged to the doctor’s 
account, although the charge upon which 
they will be jointly tried is the polsoning of 
Brandt. 


Mrs. Meyer tells a story of persecution by 
the detectives who arrested her in Detroit.

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Capt. Bellaire Has a Bystem of Individ- 
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HE WILL TRY TO Hav Tr ADOPTED BY 
THE TURF CONGRESS. 


Measures Under Discussion to Exclude 
Short Bred Horses From the Big 
Tracks—Ormonde’s Arrival—Jud Smith 
Joins the Browns—Amateur Wheel 
Tournament—General Sporting News. 


Capt. Bellairs, the Fair Grounds Superin- 
tendent, has originated a record book index 
system which he thinks will act as a safety- 
valve against the ringing of horses on race 
tracks. Ihe system consists of the track 
management recording a complete history of 
each horse as soon as the owner is given 
stable-room, in a book, which is to be kept 
for reference in the scaies room, usually 
located beneath or behind the judge’s stand. 
In this book the sex, breeding, color and 
markings of each horse participating in the 
meeting is registered, as is also the owner’s 
record. Entries will not be accepted from 
stables whose owners and horses are not 
registered. The scheme is to be given a trial 
during the club’s coming fall meeting, which 
will be opened the 26th of the present month. 
If it works the Western Turf Congress will be 
asked to take it up and have it in operation 
oneach track running under the Congress 
rules. 

The official adoption of some plan of this 
kind has long been needed. Allthereputable 
turfmen on the Western circuit are in favor 
of it, and when its good effects are felt the 
general public win, no doubt, have much 
more confidence in the racing. Many 
of the Western turfmen have deen 
urging the Turf Congress to have the matter 
arranged for in a more centralized manner. 
Instead of having each association maintain 
a register, as Capt. Bellairs suggests, they 
have been advocating the Congress keeping 
one big register and issue licenses to reputa- 
ble horse owners. Only owners with these 
credentials should be permitted to race on 
the reputable tracks. 

In addition to this plan, almost every 
owner racing in the West is in favor of the 
Congress making a rule that will shut out 
half-breeds. The big breeders of thorough- 
breds are with them in this respect, of 
course, and between the two elements some 
powerful influence will be brought to bear on 
the members of the Oongress by the time the 
next meeting of the organization rolls 
around. The owners of high-classed horses 
and the breedersof them argue that one of 
the objects in the organization of the Con- 
gress wasto promote the breeding of and 
contests between thoroughbred horses, This, 
it is claimed, is impossible as long as the 
tracks in the Congress continue to make 
races that encourage the presence at their 
meetings of short-bred, white-eyed and bush 
horses. This class of horses should be con- 
fined to the winter and country tracks. 
While, of course, the public demands sprint 
races, itis not necessary to have short-bred 
horses in them, They should be legislated 
off the big tracks, and the way to do it, ac- 
cording to the owners of high-classed horses, 
is for the Congress to register the standard 
thoroughbreds and issue licenses only to 
owners who race this class exclusively. 

A rule having for its object the enforcement 
of this principle will, no doubt, be adopted 
in the near future, This plan is counted 
upon to do away with the practice of ringing 
entirely. 

ORMONDE HAS ARRIVED. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Ormonde arrived 
safely yesterday. Since winning his race in 
1887 he has traveled 21,000 miles and he has 
3, 100 miles more to go before ending his trav- 
elsat W. O’B. Macdonougkh’s stock farm, 
Menlo Park, California. 

When th ship was warped into the dock 
Mr. Macdonough climbed on board. Ormonde 
occupied a specially constructed box stall 


aimidship on the main deck. It was padded 
and floored with sawdust. Ormonde looked 
his size, a full 16.1 hands, and gavethe im- 
pression of rugged strength. 

Regarding his future plans, Mr. Macdon- 
ough sald: For the future I do not think I 
will race much, not until Ormonde’s produce 
are old enough for the turf, I have bought 
the horse solely to use on my own farm. It 
is an experiment, not a speculation,although 
I have refused as high as $3,000 for his loan 
forashorttime. In England I could receive 
a mint of mouey, but as 1 bought somewhat 
on sentiment, I thought it better to keep the 
horse entirely for my own farm. 

The following mares who were all bred to 
Ormonde in England were alsoin the con- 
signment: Cottage Girl, by Isonomy} Mirage, 
by Speculum; Windflower, by Peter; Sapi- 
enta, by Windsor; Kissing Crust, by Sweet- 
bread, with filly by eg) ee ot aiden Belle, 
by Beau Brummel, with filly by St. Serf; 
Countess of Langden, by Kingcraft; China 
Rose by St. Honorat, with filly by Enterprise; 
Mirandola, by Jolly Friar. 

The horses were invoiced at $300,000. Mr.

CREEDON AND HALL. 


The Australians Had a Battle Royal in 
the Antipodes Three Years Ago. 

An old timer, Who is backing Dan Creedon 
in the coming battle with Alec Greggains, 
when asked why he was so confident that 
Dan would win when going against such a 
tall man, said: ‘‘Il was in Melbourne when 
Dan met Jim Hall in November, 1890, and it 
was the greatest battle I ever looked at.

was one of the fastest ding-dong battles ever 
witnessed in the antipodes, and at the call 
of time at the end of the eighth round 
Creedon had slightly the bestofit.

Etephensen Made Receiver. 


W. M. Watts, Walter H. Beck, Frank J. 
Watts and Z. F. Baellert, composing the firm 
of Beck, Watts 4 Co., brought suit against 
the Beck- Watts Fixture Co.,H.K.Gilman,the 


Great Western Manufacturing Co. and the 
Great Western ElectricjSupply Co. The Beck- 
Watts Fixture Co. is a St. Louis concern; the 
other defendants are in Chicago; the plaint- 
iffs were in the retail trade of selling lamps, 
gas and electric lighting fixtures, etc.; the 
Chicago defendants are manufacturers and 
wholesalers of such goods. 

Plaintiffs allege that on May 24 last they en- 
tered into a contract to form a corporation 
kno as the Beck- Watts Fixture Co., $100,000 
capital. The bg eye was started by 
Beck, Watts & and was accepted by H. K. 
Gilman, trustee for the Great Western Manu- 
facturing Co. and the Great Western Electric 
Supply Co. Beck, Watts & Co. were to turn 
in Ab 1 their assets and Giiman was to put in 
enough of the stock of the Great Western 
companies to give him a controlling interest.
